Las Veoas, N. M., Sept. 17, 1883. 
The town uf LaA Vegas stands 
upon a land grant made by tlio Mox- 
lean govcrniiieiil in 1835 to Juau do 
Oios and others, tlie area of which Is 
496,467 acres.' The city really con- 
sUts o/two towns, situated on the 
opposite banks of the Gallinas River 
in a plateau and sorrounded by 
mountains. The old town, or origi- 
nal Las Yogas, Is half a hille ironi 
the other, and is comprised chiefly of 
abode houses built around an open 
M|\iare or plata In tnia Spanish or 
Mexican style. The new town is of 
more modem appearanee and eon. 
structlon, being composed of fhime 
houses built since the advent of the 
railroad. It Is likely also to be the 
most imporiant of tlie two tn a few 
yeara. The old town lies upon » 
broad nlopo to the south and east, and 
its abode, or uuburned briuk houses, 
mostly one »tory high, have rather a 
squatty, uniiiviling appouiaiice, 
lliongh more eninfnrtnlile inside than 
one would 8iippose, as Ihe lliiek dry 
walls jruaraiitee a ennl atinnsphere \tr 
li.il weather, with equal pinteelinn 
aguiiiHt enid in winter. The strecln 
are narrow, irrejfiihu- and untidy, and 
iillogetlier the phu e presents a sleepy 
tliril'lles| and despirlted ontlnok' 
Still in a business point of view Lus 
Vegas is one of the most prosperous 
towns ill New Mexieo. Some of tli<' 
largest mercantile estahllshmenta in 
t le Territory are located lieiv, and 
Ihoir trade extends far to the Boutli 
and suutli-ciist. Some mining inter- 
Dttl htTC been developed in the Io-

The oonnlry around Laa Vegas if 
the typical Kim Mexieo— tlie dry. 
arid looking plains we have aeen ixt 
thewayflrora Weatem Kanaaa and 
South Colorado. Ilortb of the Me- 
•illaValley, stretching away asfhras 
theeyeoaoriMuih,ia the dreary un 
broken monotony of (rramma grau, 
which at this aenaon of the year and, 
in fkct, atany time after the first of 
■inly, is of a grey oolor and looks a8 
if a dmoon or a (rtrie Are had passed 
over It leaving but • bare stubble to 
mnrk where luxuriant grass had 
heeii. But this grass though abort, is 
succulent, and contains, I supimse. 
far mom nuliillve properties than 
our best klnd.4 of blue grass. Cattle 
living the year around upon tlie^c 
plains i-,.i eiv.' II I oilier nourishm iit 
lliaiiw hiil they aflbrd and still thrive. 
Some of the land aiiiiind Las Ve;;as 
Is I'ullivMli'il. an 1 ly nieanaof irriija- 
linii la'.;;i' civ.ii^ iifeiini, oats and liar- 
lev are r.ii-i il iipnn it, The rain f.ill 
nf N'i'W M is very Infrequent, 
ind when it enmes It ennic< nil at 
oiire. aii.I lias siieh an effeel that the 
wlioli' eniiiitry i< eiit up iiilo raviie' 
Mill nri'iiyas. lint litlli' irrigation 
has been done, tlie iialivc Uexicaii or 
Greasers, being perfectly content to 
squat himself u|ion bis hams upon 
Ihe sunny side ofhia nbnds building, 
or with riding wildly across the 
plains upon a half broken mustang as 
wild as himacif, In search of some 
strayed eatllo. A Mexican ia in the 
highest luxury when ho has nothing 
In do, aniutermpted hot wpather. 
Chilli Colorado, and an unlimited 
imonntofmnseale, tflery intoxica- 
ting liquid distilled from aapecieaof 
actus growing wild upon the plains. 
About seven rollea weat of the city 
of Las Vegas, tha Oallania river 
leaves a long canyoni formed by the 
cast<-rn spurs of the Sierra Madrp, 
and enters the plain. There, behind 
n low hill, lying like a porter's ledge 
at the entrance of the canyon, are the 
Hot Springs, concerning which we 
have heai-d more or less in r- eent 
years. A large hotel has been ereot- 
ed iii'iir llii'iii and oiher iiiiprnve- 
nieiits iiiaile miller the auspices of the 
railniail l oiiipaiiy, with the expceta- 
tioii llial Ihey will heeiiiue a popular 
resort. Of their real ipialities I 
know little or nothing' at present, and 
will reserve exleniled inenlioii for an- 
other letter. Westofl.as Ve^ras, to 
the north and iiorlwest, projects nut 
fi-oiii Ihc uialii range of ilieinnuutalim 
an irregular line of hllN, and over 
and above these ri.ses a grey, precipi- 
tous dninc nf ruck, known as lierniit 
Mountain, Ihc "El Solitario" of the 
Mexicans. It Is ao called from the 
het that a hermit once lived on lop 
of it, never coming down, subsisting 
on what he boiild pick up, and what 
the people brought him. There was 
a apring of water ou tlie mountain, 
and a oave and with theae reaooroea 
ho lived for yeara. 

On the way from Las Vegas to the 
springs the loorlst will see on top of 
a hill lo the left of the road a eroaa 
standing boltliy ontagaiust theaky. 
It isof iHTood, rude in its structure, 
but has a singular mission In that it 
is llie point to which the incmlicrs of 
the secret onlerof Prnitciiles crawl 
during Passion week. They have a 
tow n further out on the road to- 
ward llie sprinirs. The first house in 
it. on the left side of Ihe r.iad ^niiuf.'.

Newspapers, iiii.\ious tn meet the 
public dcinaiid for news, may, w itli- 
oul theslightest iiialice. piiMish items 
coming from supposed i ieililile sour- 
ces, but which may prove to he un- 
true, even unjiist. The t 'oiirt of Ap- 
peals says that in such cases iliey are 
not liable in civil damages. Tho do-
